Claims 2-9, 16-20, and 22-25 are allowed over the prior art of record because 
none of the prior art of record teaches or suggests a dish rack possessing the entire 
combination of features specified by the claims. In particular, there is no teaching or 
suggestion of a plurality of prongs each having two legs with two free ends, the prongs 
are connected to a respective one of base wire, and the prongs being pivotable 
between different pivot positions about a respective longitudinal axis of one of the base 
wire, see claims 22, and 23, lines 4-1 0, and claim 24, lines 5-1 1 .
